There is a local enterprise that cooperates with a foreign company 
using the name RS (logo is RS in red squarish letters). I've heard it 
is Radio Spares from the UK. Is this the same as Radio Shack? 


I have a very thick RS catalog (in English - from this particular 
local supplier) and it has part numbers looking like the one given, 
but no 273-091 nor any other piezo transducers either. 


Some articles in the catalog have e.g. a British power plug (useless 
over here) and nothing in the catalog points to the US. Is there a 
British RS which is not Radio Shack? 


The local shop does have some piezo transducers and if the #273-091 
part is intended for 1k5 to 3kHz, but found to work satisfactorily at 
620 Hz, so might the locally available part...

The literature that came with the K1EL keyer IC suggests Radio Shack 
part number 273-073 "Piezo Transducer" - 1500-3000 Hz. The volume is 


somewhat low but usable in a quiet location. This part is approximately 
2 cm. in diameter and 0.75 cm. thickness with two wire leads. Another 
source might be the sounder unit from a burglar alarm keypad assuming it 
works as a transducer rather than producing a tone by applying a d.c. 
voltage.

This transducer is more than your average buzzer. RS puts a plot 
of "Sound Pressure" vs freq on back of the bubble pack. The plot 
goes from 700 hz to 10 khz. It is very peaky, with major peaks 

at 750, 2300, 3300, and 7000 hz. I have used it in a few acoustic 
tuned speakers for CW, however, the 750 hz is high for my taste. 
It is very efficient, I'm using it as the output device ina 
2N2222 design with direct drive (if it ever gets finished). 

It will emit voice but the voice color is tinny, maybe a custom 
matched speaker enclosure could help on voice. 


To experiment with it, I used a RS transistor output transformer 
to step up the voltage available at 8 ohm speaker outputs. It has 
an impedance of 3500 ohms at 750 hz, and rated at 55,000 pf. 


My initial interest in this transducer was for FD (high humidity) .
